Anniversary of Martyred Presidents Birth Recalls Events Before 
and After His Visit to Dedicate Cemetery 
Here in 1863 


One hundred and thirty-two years 
atfo today Abraham Lincoln was 
born. Seventy-six years ago, next 
April 15, the sixteenth President of 
the United States died from an 
assassin’s bullet. 
While 
Lincoln’s 
memory 
lives on and his birthday is 
commemorated generally, hi 
name is more often 
associated with Get­ 
tysburg and November 
19th, 1862, when he 
delivered a brief ^ad­ 
dress at the dedication 
of

He had the following to say of 
the lend-lease bill now before con­ 
gress: "The m ajor promise of tim 
bill is all possible aid to Britain 
through executive action irrespec­ 
tive of w hat it costs, Of one thing 
I am sure, we are determined to de­ 
fend ourselves. . . . I favor legisla­ 
tion which perm its congress to re ­ 
tain its constituted authority. 
I 
see no reason at the present time 
why this authority should be dele­ 
gated without reservations to the 
President. 
I 
believe such power 
should 
be 
retained 
by 
Congress 
rather than turned over to the judg­ 
m ent of a single person. 
"If through am endm ents such as 
the Dirksen am endm ent, this bill 
should be modified to perm it Con­ 
gress to retain its authority and to 
hold steadfastly to our principles of 
national defense In behalf of Am er­ 
ica, first and always, I shall vote for 
it.”

Mark Twain Alone 
Contributed 1800 to 
Language 
M ark Tw ain Ti as contributed 18,- 
000 slang words and expressions to 
th e American language, states a re ­ 
cent article in Scribner’s Commen­ 
tato r Magazine. 
Twain 
produced 
such words as 
whoopee, 
bloody, 
cussed, G reat Scot, and land sakes 
alive. 
Such slang expressions from 
all sources are compiled In an all- 
American dictionary now' being pre­ 
pared by the University of Chicago 
under the direction of 
two 
noted 
lexicographers Sir William Craigie 
and Professor Jam es Hulbert. 
T he Scribner’s Com m entator a r ­ 
ticle refutes Ute legend th a t Thom ­ 
as Jefferson coined tile term o. k. 
because of his inability to spell O. 
K. is really an abbreviation of “oil 
korrect,” and the earliest reference 
to it appeared in the Boston T ra n ­ 
script in Apili, 1840. The tenn itself 
is derived from the Chotaw Indian 
term oke m eaning “it is certain.” 
The word phoney was first used 
by George Ade in 1902. In 1904 the 
New York Evening Telegram 
e a r­ 
ned the following paragraph: “The 
paraphernalia found in the 
gam ­ 
bling den proved to be w hat the de­ 
tectives oddly_styled ’phoney.’ This 
word Implies th a t a thing so quali­ 
fied has no more substance th an a 
telephone talk with a 
suppositious 
friend.” 
Even the term New Deal is not to

eral Sherm an, in a letter dated 1863, 
wrote: “Charleston is not taken, the 
war is prolonged, and there is but 
little chance until we lutve a New 
Deal."

He used the expression in one 
of his num erous letters.

Tile word awful wras first placed 
into circulation in its slang sense in

Fessenden’s poem be­ 
came very popular and many people 
knew it by heart. The poem ended 
with the line.

Bountiful 1941 H a r ­ 
vest May Compli­ 
cate Market 


[By the Associated Press] 
Chicago, Feb. 12 — Tne nation’s 
one-time “dust bowl," now acclaimed 
by farm experts as the wheat belt’s 
"garden spot,” is sprouting shoots of 
a new crop that may be the largest 
in years, but the prospect already 
has caused more concern that re­ 
joicing among grain men. 
Farmers in the southwest, heart 
of the winter wheat country, are 
cheered by the crop outlook, prob­ 
ably the best in at least a decade. 
But they know that a bountiful 1941 
harvest may lead to serious market 
complications lf the world demand 
does not revive 
Already, because of prospects of 
a record breaking supply for the 
season beginning next July, there 
has been talk of limiting the 1942 
acreage to the utmost, and May has 
been set tentatively as the date for 
the wheat belt's first referendum 
on marketing quotas. 
Tile recent price decline to the 
lowest level in about five months has 
increased concern in the trade. At 
about 80 cents for May delivery, 
wheat is almost 20 cents lower than 
a year ago. 
The southwest has been revived 
by a full year of almost perfect 
weather which permitted harvest of 
a ‘miracle” crop of 1940 and now 
gives 1941 wheat the best start in 
years. 
In the entire nation, 46.271,000 
acres were sown last fall, 5.6 per 
cent more than last season and only 
3 per cent under the average for 
the past IO years 
Last December the 1941 crop’s 


condition was estimated at 84 per 
cent of normal best for the date in 
a decade and the preliminary fore­ 
cast cf prcddctica xras 533,CW .GOO 
bushels 
If a har-ejt of this size 
mat en afters, it would be the iar~- 
est since 1931 with ti ie exception of 
the crops of 1937 and 1938, which 
were around 685.000,000. 
A 633.000,000 bushel harvest plus a 
normal spring wheat crop of 200,- 
000,000 bushels would give the coun­ 
try, with its prospective carryover, 
more than 1,200,000,000 bushels for 
the season beginning next July I, 
largest since 1931. Spring wheat has 
not been seeded as yet.
